;A Rationale 

for the multicultural model: 

The process of education must be presented in such a way 
that all our children, whatever their ethnic* background,, are 
a>le to achieve their maximum potential in the basic skills 

* areas. In addition, these basic skills content areas should be

U Affirms each child's cultural background; 
2. Generates aWareness and appreciation of the many 
different cultures we encounter; and 

, i. Enables ea£h student to become, a positive participant in 
an ethnically diverse society. 
Multicultural education and the basic skills approach must 
function together to create an overall process of learning 
what is meaningful and productive for both the individual 
student and the larger community. Multicultural education is 
\ not a separate subject to be- added to an already 
overcrowded curriculum . It is rather a perspec tive and. a 
process which can be integrated wi(h any of the basic skills 
content areas.
